What waa the remilt of this healing? 
Wbat it should be whenever Christ 
blesaea men: "Tbe multitude won- 
dered, . . . and they glorlfled the Ood 
of Israel." They were ready to listen 
with all their hearts to Christ's teach- 
ing, and remained peraistently, the live 
thousand all day aad the laarthoaaaad 
for three days. 

Tbe Hungry MuIUtodea.- Matt 14: 
IK; 15: n2. Our Lord's compassion waa 
movi (1 liy more than the Hicknesses Of 
the iiiiil'lindcH; by what? Hy their 
hnuK'-r In the first Inntance the crowd 
were passover pIlKrlnis. in large iiart 
(John 6:4), with no hoii:<s near by lo 
which to go In the second cane the 
Ibultltude were in their own country, 
but the villages weru few Id thu Ue- 
capolis. 

The second miracle, with so many 
circumstances like the flrut, has beeu 
considered by certain critics to be only 
thb first miracle disgiilNed by a differ- 
ent trudltiun. Uut there are pointed 
differences that rule out tho Idea. 

The Challenge to Faith.— Matt 14: 
16 lb. 15 34. Who suggested feed- 
Idk the multitudes? Jesus, in each caae. 
John tells uf an earlttr conversation 
with Philip, in which our Ix>rd aaked 
that dladpte, whoae faith seemingly 
had special need of atrenglhenlng (see 
Joiin 14:8, 8), "Whence are we to buy 
bread, that these may eat?" But John, 
ever careful to guard hto Master from 
mUnaderatandlng. adds that Jesus said 
thto merely to test Philip, since he 
hlmsslf knew weU what mlracto was te 



What auppliea wera avaUable for food- 
trg thaae ntae thouaand aad morat ta 
the llrat ease, only a lad'a simple lunch- 
eon, consteting of dvo loaves (or 
rather, round flat aakos Ilka largo 
crackera; or ooaraa barley bread, to- 
gether wiU two of Ue Uttto dried or 
pickled flAes eaagkt by millions in 
the lake and eaten along with tho 
bread. In tbe second case seven 
"ioavaa" could be aaatand aad a taw 
ot tkeae Uttto flahaa.
